The other day we were reading 
through some translations of 
pamphlets in Chinese issued by 
the Kuomintang Party on various 
aspects of national reconstruc- 
tion. The -idess put forward 
were rather extreme in charac- 
ter, and the most alluriag pro- 
spects were held out provided 
the Chinese people adopted re- 
volutionary’ plans for the uplift 
ing of the masses, As examples 


of progress, the cases of the: 


United States and Japan. were 
cited, and it was even declared 
tbat China could, if her people 
only combined, rise within a 
space of ten years to the position 
of one of the most prosperous 
and powerful ‘nations in the 


world. As we read, we could aot 


business is'one of bargaining and 
“hedging,” seemingly, and as the 
Kemalists are the better plavers 
at this game we wonder how 
much more would have to be 
given away to. them before they 
could be induced to sign the new 


-,|treaty. Every one (except, per- 


haps, the Turks themselves) grew 
aweary of waiting for the Lau- 
asnee meeting to come to some 
definite conclusion, and it..was 
boped that the breaking-up of the 
conference meant tbat concrete 
results were insight. Now, we fiad 
the Allies suggesting a prompt re- 
sumption of the negotiations begun 
at Lausanne. It is true they use 
the word prompt, but the Turkish 
way will be to consider the pro- 
position for a while. Then, were 
the discussions eventually to be 
rasumed, there mighi‘be still more 


‘lpaggling.. After that, supposing 


the Tarks sign a treaty—of = kind 
most favourable to themselves of 
course—the question will be how 
Jong the terms will be adhered to. 
Probably no lcnger than will be 
necessary or convenient.
